Be it enacted by the Legidlature of the state of Utah:

Section 1. Section 26-38-3 is amended to read:
26-38-3. Restriction on smokingin public places and in specified places --
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Exceptions.
(1) [Smoking] Except as provided in Subsection (2), smoking is prohibited in:
(a) all enclosed indoor places of public access and publicly owned buildings and
officeg[;exeept-tnder-Sabsection(2):];_and

(b) private clubs holding aclass C dining club liquor license under Title 32A, Chapter

5, Private Club Liguor Licenses.

(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to:

(@ (i) any building owned, rented, leased, or otherwise operated by a socia, fraternal,
or religious organization when used solely by the organization members or their guests or
families; or

(if) any facility rented or leased for private functions from which the general publicis
excluded and arrangements for the function are under the control of the function sponsor;

(b) workplace smoking areas as provided in Section 26-38-5;

(c) areas not commonly open to the public of owner-operated businesses having no
employees other than the owner-operator;

(d) guest roomsin hotels, motels, "bed and breakfast” lodging facilities, and other
similar lodging facilities, but smoking is prohibited under Subsection (1) in the common areas
of these facilities, including dining areas and |obby areas;

[€5)] (e) private clubslicensed asclass A, B, and D clubs under Title 32A, Chapter 5,
Private Club Liquor Licenses, and

[fe)] (f) separate enclosed smoking areas:

(i) located in the passenger terminals of an international airport located in the city of
thefirst class;

(if) vented directly to the outdoors; and

(iii) certified, by a heating, ventilation, and air conditioning engineer licensed by the
state, to prevent the drift of any smoke to any nonsmoking area of the terminal.
